The survey disclosed that 62 per 


cent of the ex-service men at

SUMMARY of the results-of tho survey of former soldiers im- 
prisoned in state institutions follows: 


Sixty-two percent of the ex-sen-ice men in the state prison 


are mentally abnormal. 


Forty percent of ejc-service men at Green Bay Reformatory are 


below normal intelligence. 


Twenty percent of former soldiers at prisons have disabilities 


traceable to military service. 


The criminal offenses were concerned with properly or money in 


over 70 percent of the cases at both of the prisons. 


At the reformatory, 97 percent of the ex-service men p-leaded 


guilty when arrested. Sixty percent of those at the state prison plead- 
ed guilty. 


The offense commilted was regarded as trivial in 60 percent of the 


ex-service men at the state prison and 68 percent of those at the re- 
formatory. 


The family was disrupted during trie prisoners childhood in 69 per- 


cent of the service men at the state prison and 54 percent of those at 
the reformatory.

The ex-service men in the prisons ar« not interested in pursuing 


claims for disability growing out of their service. Federal officials, co- 
operating with the investigators (ilcd1 claims in 47 cases for the men.

Paulettc Saludes, dark and pretty, a perfect 
French type, for-the-slaying of Oscar Martelliere, 
broker. 


Back still farther is the story -of a woman's un-' 


requitted love which, cost'her.every thing she had 
in the world, her husband, wealth and happiness; 
everything, but one—her life., . 


And now that is'at stake. 
Born in France, just a ninety-pound bundle of 


French temperament from the tips of her toes to 
the top of her curly head, she came to America 
with her husband in search of wealth and happi- 
ness. 


For a*ime they foumi both: 
Then Saludes became interested in a lumber 


company with Martelliere ,and others, including 
James A. Turley, now her-attorney. And Martel- 
lievp, according to Turley, -became- a cl«!d on -the 
horizon of pretty P.iulctte's life. . 


Almost immediately, Turfley charges, Martel- 


liere began to betray his associates. He persuaded 
Snludes to go to Europe to collect accounts owing 
the company for lumber shipments. With Mrs. 
Snhtdos and other members of the company Mar- 
telliere was at the pier to waw farewell to Sakides. 


Then things began to happen quickly, according 


to Mrs. Saludes and 'her attorney. 


"After my husband had gone," Mrs. Saludes said 


in Idling her story, "Martelliere came. He blamed 


Turiuy for an effort to throw the company into 


bankruptcy. 
But he alone was responsible. He 


destroyed my confidence in Turley and for a long 
time we were not on speaking terms. Then he 
carefully planted the seed of distrust in my soul 
by telling me that I had lost my husband's love. 
I was distracted. I saw ruin overtaking us. 


"Martelliere began making love to me. I be- 


lieved him. 


"He look my honor as ruthlessly as he took my 


property and my auto. Then when I 'had nothing 
more to give he scorned me. In despair I turned 
to Turley. But Martelliere only laughed—it was 
a cold ironical laugh that I shall never forget—and 
said, 'Go -as far as you like.' " 


Realizing that her case was hopeless, Mrs, 


Saluries said she decided to make one last appeal 
to Martelliere. 


Shr> went to his office. 
Again she heard that 


cold, cruel laugh and once more felt the sting of 
his biting scorn. 


Mrs. Saludes says she doesn't remember much, 


after that. 


"I saw him a-s a most- hideous monster, cruel, 


calculating, vicious. I tried to kill myself. That's 
all I remember. 


The slate says Mrs. Saludes shot Martelliere 


there in his office. 


Turley says she returned to his office and made 


an unsuccessful attempt to end her woes by leap- 


ing from his ofiice window. Foiled in Ihis, she 
attempted to shoot herself.

transmission", Hanson declared. 
Since the university (station is 


equipped with both a large sind 
small transmitting antenna, trans- 
mission over a large area is poss- 
ible. Nightly since February 5 the 
university has been sending out 
educational programs. 


The passage of the White-Koll- 


OKK radio bill will allow for a great 
deal more advancement in broad- 
casting, will give the transmitting 
amateur more chance for effective 
work, and, that which has occasion- 
ed the most controversy, will em- 
power the .Secretary of Commerce 
with the right to revoke the license 
of any company which tries to gain 
a monopoly over the broaticasting 
or the manufacture of radio out- 
fits. .

Moonshine— Raids— One Buck Law 


Writer Denounces Bill on Search and Seizure Introduced by Assemblyman Sachtjen 


Man 'Has Measure Passed to Protect De^r — Other Lettere.

[To the Editor]—Tho most dangerous wet 


measure in the legislative session is the bill in- 
troduced 'by Assemblyman Herman Sachtjen of 
Madison, proposing to amend the search and 
seizure law as it relates to the manufacture and 
sale of intoxicating liquors. The law-abiding 
citizens of Madison may well be astounded when 
they realize the true significance of the meas- 
ure. 


It. is reported that the bill was drafted by R. 


W. Jackman, attorney for the brewery interests, 
and I can easily believe it. It contains two pro- 
visions which would nullify the most important 
part of the carefully drawn Severson law, which, 
it must he remembered, was dra-ited in the office 
of Gov. Elaine and sponsored by him. 


One of these provisions specifies that no war- 


rant may be issued for the search of any private 
residence unless it is being used, for the unlaw- 
ful sale, manufacture for sale or possession for 


I sale of intoxicating liquor. This would make 


I Wisconsin absolutely safe for moonshiners. 
It 


would render the 'Officers of the law and the 
courts helpless to cope with the evil of poison 
hootch. The orgy of moonshine drinking among 


• thesrudents of the university and high school, 


': but recently suppressed, would break out again 


in ten-fold degree; and not only in Madison, but 
all over the state. There is not a moonshiner 
in "Little Italy" but would swear by all the 
saints of the calendar that he was just making 
a little for family use, and the prohibition offi- 
cers, or the police, would have to prove a sale 
•In every case to justify their search. 
The ex- 


perience of tho last few months indicates how 
difficult this would be. 


The most, effective provision of the Severson 


' law, that which makes the possession of a still 


or of any mash or moonshine a violation of the. 
law. would he practically nullified. 


Assemblyman Sachtjen would no doubt have 


us believe that this provision was drawn solely 
on behalf of the home brewer. 
But the real 


home brewer needs no protection. 
Nobody is 


concerned about him, least of all, the prohibi- 
tion officers. 
Gov. Elaine was right two years 


ago when he said that the government could not 
and should not undertake to stop the making of 
a little wine or beer in the home for- home use. 
Technically, the home brewer is a violator of 
the law, but the administration wisely leaves 
that to the man's own conscience. I challenge 
Assemblyman Sachtjen or Attorney Jackman to 
cite one instance in the state since the creation 
of the state prohibition 
commission 
of 
the 


search of a residence where there 
was not 


strong reason to believe the occupant was guilty 
of more than the making of a little wine or beer 
for home v.se. The prohibition officers are not 
after the home brewer, they arc after the moon- 
rhiner; hut if they have to prove a sale or the 
intent to sell every time they make a search, 
they may as well ^uit. 


The other "joker" in the Sachtjen bill is a 


provision which defines "private residence" to 
include any room or rooms, used solely as a 
residence, in any building, hotel, restaurant or 
hoarding house; and in another place provides 


i t h a t a severe penalty shall hcimposed upon any 
! officer who searches any such "private" resi- 


- deuce" without a warrant. This would insure 


fine protection for the "blind pigs." At present 


; a l l saloons licensed under the Snvcrson act are 


i subject to inspection by any peace officer at any 


j reasonable hour. This enables peace officers to 


practically suppress the. sale of intoxicants in 


Under the Sachtjen bill, every saloonkeeper 


would maintain one room as his "private ersi- 
dence" in which he would keep his supplies of 
booze, and which would be immune from search, 
without a warrant. Fine business, eh! 


The re.'-olution by Senator Burke to ask con- 


cress to submit the repeal of the Eighteenth 
amendment, is 'perfectly logical. So is the pro- 
posal to submit, prohibition to a vote of the peo- 
ple. 
If the wets are dissatisfied with prohibi- 


tion, let them proceed toward its repeal in an 
orderly way. In fact, an expression of the 
people on the issue might be a g"ood thing all 
round. But the legislator who seeks to nullify 
the law by a contemptible "joker," bidden in a 
plausibly worded bill, is attempting to betray 
the slate, to the moonshiner, the bootlegger and 
lihe blind tiger. If Assemblyman Sachtjen thinks 
lie \vas elected by Madison to serve the interests 
of that class of outlaws and criminals, he has 
another think coming. 


The .Progressives in the legislature cannot 


aiTrod to bear the bonus of such.a measure, and 
they should 
kill 'it without delay.—The By- 


stander.

[To the Editor]—Regarding the Buck 


I might say, that I was a member of tho legis- 
lature when the first bill for a buck law was 
introduced and helped to deefat it. 


I have never since been able to see that such 


a law would help to preserve the deer in our 
Wisconsin woods, and the season of 1022 con- 
vinced me more than ever that unless this law 
is repealed, and a closed season of a few years, 
adopted, 
the 
deer will soon be a|i scarce, as 


"hen's teeth." 


I have heard it stated by game wardens and 


others ^connected with the conservation depart- 
ment, that such and such hunting clubs, and 
such, and such individuals are in favor of the 
buck law. 


Well, perhV.ps that is true, and perhaps not. 
During the last season 1 talked with quite a 


number of hunters in the woods, and when 1 left 
our hunt-ing camp on the aftej-noon of Nov. ]8th 
I made it. a point to talk with returning hunters 
in the train all that afternoon, and I think that 
I talked with 40 or 50 hunters and not one sin- 
gle one did I find that thought the "Buck Law" 
was a deer preserver, but, on the contrary, most 
every one condemned the law as being the very 
worst law that could tie enacted and, and instead 
of being a "deer preserver," it. actually was a 
"deer destroyer." 


I realize that the average legislator living in 


the, older settled parts of the state, where none, 
or at last few deer, r'eer are-to be four.ri, will 
imagine the buck I;v.v lo !"• a fine thing, but 
the theory does not work out in practice.

ing and maintenance. 


Everybody is agreed that we should have bet- 


ter roads; but the ones that use them most, 
should pay the greater part of the cost of con- 
struction and maintenance. 
Mr. Hirst's pet 


measure, a tare on gasoline, is practically aban- 
doned. Undoubtedly because many machines 
use gasoline that do not use the roads, and they 
would have to help pay 'for the roads. 
There 


doesn't seem to be any way to separate them. 


Others arc. advocating ;i weight tax which i.s 


as unjust as an arbitrary 
fee of the 
same 


amount for all cars, large or small, without re- 
gard to the mileage run, whether 1,000 or 10,- 
000 miles. 


The ».>arty that runs 10,000 miles damages 


the road ten times as much as the one that only 
runs 1,000 miles with the same kind of a car 
and is benefited ten times as much. Then why 
should he not pay ten times as much? 


How is this to be-accomplished? 
Not by a 


gasoline tax for the objections before mention- 
ed. Why not put the tax on the tires? It costs 
as much for tires as it does for gasoline. 
Put 


20 per cent or 30 per cent on the tires, then 
the ones that run a lot and wear the road a lot 
would wear out a lot of tires, and would pay 
the most for maintaining the road. 
Which is 


just. 
Our statistics show that in 1921 there 


were about 27 million tires Used, and about 0 
million licenses. That would be about throe 
tires to each vehicle purchased. 


A car using up three $10 tires would pay $G. 


with 20 per cent tax and ?9 with 30 per cent 
tax one using ?25 tires would pay $15, with.20 
per cant tax and $22.50 with 30 per cent tax. A 
5 ton truck using a $250 tire, would pay $150. 
with 20 per cent tax or $225.'.with a 30 per cent 
tax. 
Which would be about in proportion that 


they damage the roads. 


The only fly in the' ointment that I can see 


is the manner of collecting. It would be a easy 
to collect of the dealers in the state, but how 
to get at the one outside that sells them in to.
